FYI, I'm CCing Jennifer, Tescia, and Steve from PATH, along with Rudy and Alex from The Center. As you know, should 
the project be approved and move forward, PATH and The Center would be operating the facility. 

To answer your questions: 

Status: The proposal has been approved by the City Council's Homelessness & Poverty Committee. It now goes to the 
Budget & Finance Committee. If B&F approves it, it will go to full Council for a final vote. This could all happen within 
the next couple of weeks; it could conceivably be officially approved by the time you have your board meeting on 9/18, but 
it is too early to tell. Will keep you posted. 

Coffees: So far, only two folks associated with the YMCA have RSVPed or attended (both staff members). Has the flyer 
been shared with YMCA membership? 

Security: If it is approved and constructed, there will be 24/7 security on site and that is non-negotiable. Additionally, a 
walkway from the Y's parking lot into the Y's building will be provided. 

Surrounding Neighborhood: If it is approved and constructed, the City will be providing extra resources to the area 
around the facility (including the YMCA) — more sanitation and law enforcement resources, 5 days per week. Signs will 
be posted in the area advising that it is a special "zone" with enhanced enforcement and cleaning. Additionally, PATH has 
a "good neighbor" policy related to the surrounding area that would be implemented as part of the project. 

Population: If approved and constructed, up to 70 people could live at the facility at any given time — adult men and 
women. If approved, throughout the fall there will be a heavy volume of outreach being done to the homeless population 
in Hollywood , hoping to connect them to the bridge housing.
